On October 1, 1986, Mr. Justice E. Smith of the Supreme Couist mE OLMEEOivcls OMEN On 
the application of the Ontario Securities Commission (the ''Commission"'), 
appointed Coopers & Lybrand Limited receiver-manager of the business and assets 
of Royal Mexdon Holdings Inc. (''Mexdon'') and of the assets of Mexdon held by 
Mr. Simon Sinn and Mr. Gunston Kuk. 


Without registration and the filing of a prospectus pursuant to the Ontario 
Securities Act, Mexdon solicited several clients who entered into several 
contracts with Mexdon for the purchase or sale of underlying contracts 
representing quantities of gold, silver or various currencies. The underlying 
contracts were apparently entered into by Mexdon, as agent for its clients, 
through the facilities of Wholearea Limited, Hong Kong, who apparently further 
contracted with various dealers in the international Loco London Gold and 
Silver Market and the Foreign Exchange Markets. 


On September 22, 1986, the Commission issued orders pursuant to section 16 of 
the Securities Act freezing the bank accounts and other assets of Mexdon. On 
September 29, 1986, the Commission cease traded Mexdon pursuant to s. 123 of 
the Securities Act.

Headnote 


A private company that carried out its charitable objects by investing in 
shares of a charitable organization which provides low-interest loans for 
projects in developing countries and which occasionally declares nominal 
dividends was exempted from the registration and prospectus requirements of the 
Securities Act, provided its incorporating documents continued to contain 
private company restrictions.

466, 
am. (the "Act''), exempting from the registration and prospectus requirements of 


sections 24 and 52 of the Act; 
AND UPON reading the application and recommendations of Commission staff; 
AND UPON it being represented to the Commission by EDSH that: 
1. EDSH is a corporation incorporated under the Ontario Business 


Corporations Act, and is a private company within the meaning of the 
Aets. 
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2. EDSH's articles state that the objects (the "Objects") for which it is 
incorporated are: 


(a) to make low interest rate, long-term loans available to 
development projects in Third World countries; 


(b) to promote investment in the development of Third World 
countries and for this purpose to carry out educational 
programs, and to print, publish, and distribute any newspaper, 
newsletter, periodical magazine, book, pamphlet, circular 
leaflet or any other documents; and 


(c) to promote in Third World countries the growth of projects aimed 
at self-sufficiency and economic improvement; 


Bc EDSH carries out its Objects by buying shares of the Ecumenical 
Development Co-orperative Society (''EDCS''), which was formed by the 
World Council of Churches in 1974. and whieh has its head office “in 
the Netherlands; 


4. It is the aim of EDCS to, as a matter of principle, provide a return 
on capital invested, and for the past two years EDCS paid a dividend 
of 2% of the original price of its shares; 


Be Virtually all the dividends paid by EDCS would be passed on to EDSH 
shareholders; thus, EDSH does not qualify for the exemption in 
section 34(2)7 of the Act, although profits made are in reality 
donations or gifts, bearing in mind inflation and the fact that the 
principals are, in the main, church congregations and related 
organizations having charitable purposes; and 


6. While remaining a private company within the meaning of the Act, it 
may be that the discussion of its activities could be characterized 
as soliciting the public; 


AND UPON being satisfied that to do so would not be prejudicial to the 
public interest; 

IT IS RULED pursuant to section 73(1) of the Act that EDSH is exempt from 
the requirements of sections 24 and 52 of the Act, provided that its objects 
and the special provisions contained in articles 5 and 9 of its articles of 
incorporation certified on January 19, 1983 remain in full force and effect and 


unamended.

Order of the Ontario Securities Commission (the ''Commission'') made under 
section 123 of the Ontario Securities Act, R.S.O. 1980, c. 466, as amended 
(the ''Act'') on September 29, 1986. 


1.1 The Order provides that trading in the securities of Mexdon shall cease 
for a period of fifteen days provided that trading to eliminate existing 
contracts is permissable if consented to by the staff of the Commission or 
by the Commission's agent, Coopers & Lybrand Limited or if done by a duly 
appointed Receiver, Receiver and Manager, trustee or liquidator of Mexdon. 


2.0 On October 1, 1986 the Supreme Court of Ontario made an order duly 
appointing Cooper & Lybrand Limited as Receiver and Manager of Mexdon. 


3.0 The Commission has received written confirmation from Coopers & Lybrand 
Limited that as Receiver and Manager of Mexdon it has waived its rights to 
a hearing and has consented to a permanent cease trade order save and 
except to those trades which may be necessary to eliminate or offset 
existing contracts in the Loco London Gold and Silver Markets (the ‘''Loco 
Market"') and the Foreign Exchange Market (the ''Forex Market"'). 


AND WHEREAS in the opinion of the Commission such action is in the public 
interest; 


IT IS ORDERED that all trading by Mexdon, as principal or agent, in 
contracts respecting the Loco Market and the Forex Market shall cease 
forthwith; 


PROVIDED THAT: 


ple trading by Coopers & Lybrand Limited as duly appointed Receiver and 
Manager of Mexdon in contracts respecting the Loco Market and the 
Forex Market which offset or eliminate existing contracts is 
permissable.

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CHAPTER 3

3.1 SALE OF SECURITIES CONTRARY TO SECTION 52 OF THE OSA 


The following is a judgment of the Supreme Court of Ontario concerning the Sale 
of Securities contrary to section 52 of the Ontario Securities Act.

HENRY J.: 
The issue on this motion is whether a sale of shares in 


contraventidnrofses.¢5Z2 .0f the SecurftiesvAct ,(R.S.0.°1980,' Cxe466, 
is void for failure to file a prospectus with the Ontario 


Securities Commission. That section provides in part: 


52(1) No person or company shall trade in a 
security on his own account or on behalf of 
any other person or company, 


(a) before the 15th day of March, 1981, where 
such trade would be a distribution to the 
public of such security; 


(b) on and after the 15th day of March, 1981, 
where such trade would be a distribution of 


such security, 
unless a preliminary prospectus and a 


prospectus have been filed and _ receipts 
therefor obtained from the Director. 
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The facts as pleaded by the plaintiff in the action are 


as follows and are not disputed for the purposes of this motion. 


The defendant F.H. Deacon Hodgson Inc. (Deacon), is an 
investment dealer. In December 1980, Deacon caused a private 
company Bacova Investments Limited to be incorporated for the 
purpose of investing in Lumax Oil and Gas Limited, an oil 
exploration company whose shares are traded over the counter. In 
January 1982, Deacon offered for sale shares in Bacova and 
solicited subscribers. It ifs common ground that this constituted a 
distribution of shares to the public within the meaning of s. 
52(1) of the Securities. Act; it {is also common ground that Bacova 


did not file a prospectus with the Ontario Securities Commission 


as required by s. 52(1)(a). 


The plaintiff purchased shares in Bacova through the 
defendant Deacon in January 1982. The plaintiff's action, 
commenced in February 1986, is for a declaration that the contract 
of purchase and sale of the shares is void; he also claims return 
of $24,000, the price paid By**him to Deacon for the shares 


together with interest. 


The defendant now brings this motion to dismiss the 


action on the ground that is it statute-barred. The rationale of 


this position is as follows: 
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(1) Section 70(1) of the Securities Act creates an obligation for 


a dealer to deliver a prospectus to a purchaser of securities and 


states as follows: 


(2) 


70(1) A dealer not acting as ayent of the 
purchaser who reéeives an order or 
subscription for a security offered in a 
distribution to which subsection 52(1) or 
section 61 is applicable shall, unless he has 
previously done so, send by prepaid mail or 
deliver to the purchaser the latest prospectus 
and any amendment to the prospectus filed 
either before entering into an agreement of 
purchase and sale resulting from the order or 
subscription or not later than midnight on the 
second day, exclusive of Saturday, Sundays, 
end holidays, after entering into such 
agreement. 


Section 130 of the Securities Act creates civil 


liability for a dealer or offeror who fails to deliver a 


prospectus to a purchaser of securities. That section provides: 


C3) 


130 A purchaser of a _ security to whom a 
prospectus was required to be sent’ or 
delivered but was not sent or delivered in 
compliance with subsection 70(1) or an offeree 
to whom a take-over- circular or issuer bid 
circular was required to be communicated but 
was not communicated in compliance with 
sectlomw 92 eehas a >) ti pueel of oractiont’ for 
rescission or damages against the dealer or 
offeror who failed to comply with’ the 
applicable requirement. 


Section 135 of the Securities Act provides a maximum 


three-year limitation period in the following language: 
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135 Unless otherwise provided in this act, no 

action shall be commenced to enforce a right 

created by this Part more than, 

(a) in the case of an action for rescission, 
180 days after the date of the transaction 
that gave rise to the cause of action; or 


(b) in the case of any action, other than an 
action for rescission, the earlier of, 


(i) 180 days after the plaintiff first had 
knowledge of the facts giving rise to 
the cause of action, or 

(ii) three years after the date of the 


transaction that gave rise to the 
cause of action. 


To this the plaintiff simply replies that he is not 
relying on s. 130 which creates a civil remedy for breach of s. 
70(1); he relies solely on the breach of s. 52(1) which he submits 
gives rise to a common law right of action for its breach; it is 
not a right of action created by Part XXII of the Act and the 


limitation provision in s. 135 does not apply to it. 


The defendant counters by saying that by enacting s. 
52(1) the legislature did not intend to provide a civil remedy for 
its breach but has provided a criminal penalty only. The only 
civil remedy available to the plaintiff is s. 70 which is 
“triggered” by the breach of s.\)952(1) Mand) si@a:1003;98 hence ‘the 
action, being commenced more than three years after the shares 


were purchased and sold, is statute-barred. 
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I have reached the conclusion on the basis of the full 
and able submissions of counsel, ‘that the plaintiff's cause of 
action “properly syhies fot breach) GEAYs SciosGsand “that the 


limitation period prescribed by s. 135 does not apply to it. 


The starting point in the resolution of this issue is 
the decision of the Supreme Court of Canada in Re Northwestern 


Trust. Co.giaiMcASkKill"e¥easey [1926] °S.CeR.9) 412:5.That decision 


w 


applied the general principle that a contract expressly or 
impliedly prohibited by statute is void. McAskill subscribed for 
shares of Northwestern Trust and was allotted shares which were 
not fully paid. Subsequently, one and a half years later, the 
company was ordered to be wound up by the court and the liquidator 
called on McAskill for the balance of his contribution. It 
transpired that the company had failed to obtain the permission 
and authority of Public Utilities Commission of Manitoba to sell 
its shares as required by the Manitoba Sale of Shares Act, R.S.M. 
1913, c. 175. It had failed to file documents disclosing the 
financial and other affiars of the company (analogous to a 
prospectus) and had not obtained for itself or its agents a 
certificate and a licence of the Commission to sell its shares. 
Unknown to McAskill at the time, the sale to McAskill thereby 
contravened the Manitoba Sale of Shares Act. The court held the 
sale to be void so that the liquidator was precluded from getting 


in the balance of his contribution for the shares. As Mignault J. 


put it at p. 430-431: 


Taking into consideration the character of the 
statute, its language and also the purpose for 
which it was enacted - which was to protect 
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the general public against schemes or 
campaigns to sell shares or securities of 
doubtful value to unwary investors through 
agents, and with the aid of advertisements, 
circulars or other methods of publicity - the 
conclusion seems inevitable that the Sale of 
Shares Act deals with a matter of public 
policy and that anything done in contravention 
of its prohibitions is void and not merely 
voidable. It is true that per se every sale of 
its shares by a company is not made unlawful 
(s.. SPoficcdaetOStio® 1914) cutie ois cthersate 
effected "in the course of continued and 
successive acts,'' as defined, which falls 
under the prohibitions of the statute. A sale 
so made, and all steps taken to carry LE Ooue; 
such as an allotment of shares, are void. 


This general principle again came before the Supreme 


Court of Canada in relation to sale of shares in Myers v. 


Freeholders Oil Company Limited, (1960) 25 D.L.R. (2d) 81; [1960] 


S.C.R. 761. The Security Frauds Prevention Act, R7S.S201940,/ ¢: 
287 (later the Securities Act, 1954 c. 49) was invoked to nullify 


trading in the shares of a mining lease. The salesman's 
qualification to sell the shares was not in issue as the company 
itself was licensed as a broker; but the Act prohibited salesmen 
calling at a private residence to trade in securities with the 
public. The court, per Martland J. reiterated the principal in Re 
Northwestern Trust Co., McAskill's case, but said that where the 
statute provided a penalty for the offence the court must then 
look to the act as a whole to determine if that is the sole remedy 
intended by the legislature. The court concluded that the 


prohibition against salesmen calling at investors’ homes to sell 
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securities was not part of the fundamental scheme of protecting 
the public against unauthorized trading; the penalty prescribed 


was the only remedy and the sale was not void. 


The analysis of Martland J. is instructive as to the 


proper approach that the courts ghould take (pp 92 - 93) 


The determination of the effect of the 
breach of a statutory provision upon a 
contract is often a difficult one and must, of 
course, depend upon the terms and the intent 
of the provision under consideration. In some 
cases the statute clearly forbids the making 
of a certain kind of contract. Im such a case 
the contract cannot be valid if it is in 
breach of the provision. An example of this 
kind is found in the provisions of the 
Manitoba Sale of Shares Act, R.S.M. 1913, c. 
175, which was considered by this Court in Re 
Northwestern Trust Co., McAskill's Case, 
[19261465 DelinRoyd O12o495.CaRa Aids (dn C BR: 
440. Section 4 of that Act provided: 


It shall hereafter be unlawful for any 
person or persons, corporation or 
company, or any agent acting on his, 
their or its behalf, to sell or offer to 
sell, or. 4ton,directly, sorw,indirectly 
attempt to sell, in the Province of 
Manitoba, any shares, stocks, bonds or 
other securities or any corporation or 
company, syndicate or association of 
persons, incorporated or unincorporated, 
other than the securities hereinafter 
excepted, without first obtaining from 
the Public Utid dey Commissioner, 
hereinafter styled the commissioner, a 
certificate to the effect hereinafter set 
forth and a license to such agent in the 
manner hereinafter provided for. 


Section 6, in part, read: 


It shall not be lawful for any person 


or any such company, either as principal 
or agent, to transact any business, in 


form or character similar to that set 
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forth in section 4, until such person or 
such company shall have filed the papers 
and documents hereinafter provided for. 


The Court held in that case that a sale of 
shares made by a company which had failed to 
comply with the statutory provisions was void 
and not voidable. 


Section 16 of the Security Frauds Prevention 
Act, itself, contains an express provision 
whereby, in the circumstances therein defined, 
a contract by a customer of a broker shall be 
void, at the option of such customer. 


On the other hand, some statutes have been 
construed as only imposing a penalty, where 
the Act provides for one, although that is not 
necessarily the result of a penalty provision 
being incorporated in the Act. Lord Esher 
posed the question which must be determined in 
Melliss v. Shirley Local Board (1885), 16 
Q.B.D. 446 at pp. 451-2, as follows: 


Although a statute contains no express 
words making void a contract which it 
prohibits, yet, when it inflicts a 
penalty for the breach of the 
prohibition, you must consider the whole 
Act as well as the particular enactment 
in question, and come to a decision, 
either from the context or the subject 
matter, whether the penalty is imposed 
with intent merely to deter persons from 
entering into the contract, or for the 
purposes of revenue, or whether is it 
intended that the contract shall not be 
entered into so as to be valid at law. 


In the present case I have come to the 
conclusion that it was not the intention of s. 
17a of the Security Frauds Prevention Act to 
render completely void a trade in securities 
because it is made at a residence. The general 
intent of the statute is to afford protection 
to the public against trades in securities by 
persons seeking to trade who have not 
satisfied the Registrar as to their proper 
qualification so to do. For that reason the 


registration provisions of Ss. a are 
incorporated in the Act. Bue’s 17a is not a 
part of this general pattern, because it 


applies to registered brokers and salesmen as 
well as to those who are not registered. As I 
see it, its purpose is not to prevent trading 
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of an unauthorized kind, but is intended to 
prevent persons in their own residences from 
being sought out there by stock salesmen. Tt 
is the place at which the negotiations occur 
which is important in this section and not the 
character of the negotiations themselves. it 
seeks to deter ‘salesmen from attempting to 
make contracts, which otherwise may be quite 
proper; «at a particular place.. This being so, 
Lt is my. opinion €hatva breach of s. i7a in 
relations to’ sa «transaction! lotherwisey lawful, 
results, mot in preventing the contract from 
being valid, but in the incurring of a penalty 
by the person who is in breach of it. 

I do not think, therefore, that the breach 
ofins, 17a resulted in the agreement in 
question here being rendered void. 


In my opinion the appeal should be dismissed 
with costs. 


This, in my opinion, is the proper approach which ought 
to be followed by this court in determining whether the Ontario 
Securities Act by the clear and unambiguous prohibition in s. 
52(1) leaves unimpaired the common law principle that a breach of 
its injunction results in a sale of shares that is void as was the 
case in re Northwestern Trust. I add that the British Columbia 
Court of Appeal in Ames et al. v. Investo-Plan Ltd. et al. (1973), 
35 D.L.R. 93d) 613 which appears to be the last word on a statute 
in pari materia reached the conclusion that breach of a provision 
similar to s. 52(1) in the British Columbia Securities Act did not 
result in a contract that was void or voidable. I shall returm to 
this decision which, with respect, I consider should not be 


applied to the Ontario Act before me. 
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Section 52(1) of the Ontario Securities Act in clear 
terms prohibits any person from trading shares of a company unless 
a prospectus has been filed with the Ontario Securities Commission 
and a receipt therefore obtained from the director. By “sa. 60CE) 
the director shall issue a receipt for a prospectus filed unless 
it appears to himethatsiteisunotwin the publiceinterest to do so, 
the remainder of the section sets out the grounds on which the 
director shall not issue the receipt and for a hearing before the 
Commission where he intends to refuse to issue it. In short... s10t 
only must the prospectus be filed but the Commission and the 
director must be satisfied that the prospectus does not contain 
any element that is contrary to the public interest. Absent the 


receipt, no person may trade in the sharés of the issuing company. 


There can be no question but that the filing of a 
prospectus and its acceptance by the Commission is fundamental to 
the protection of the investing public who are contemplating 
purchase of the shares. The effect of s. 60 is, by the issue of 
the receipt, to authorize the sale of the company's shares; the 
effect of s. 52 is to prohibit outright trading in the shares by 
way of distribution to the public unless the distribution is 
authorized by the Commission. In the language of Mignault J. in Re 
Northwestern Trust, the purpose of the statute "is to protect the 
general public against schemes or campaigns to sell shares or 
securities of doubtful value to unwary investors". That, as the 
court said, "deals with a matter of public policy and that 


anything done in contravention of its prohibitions is void and not 
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merely voidable." The principle as applied to the fundamental as 
opposed to nonfundamental provisions in my opinion, is not in any 
way impaired by the court's subsequent decision in Myers —- see per 


Martland Js. at pi193<set, out..above. 


Breach of that provision without more, gives rise to a 
common law right in the purchaser (the plaintiff in this case) to 
have the sale declared a nullity. There are, however, three 


factors that must also be considered: 


(a) the Act by s. 118 in Part XXI entitled 'Enforcement' provides 
that any person who contravenes the Acti is guilty of an offence 
and on summary conviction is liable to a fine or in the case of an 
individual to a fine and imprisonment or _ both; the penal 
provisions are applied by the courts in accordance with the 
procedure for offences punishable on summary conviction with the 
consent and under the direction of the Minister (s. 119). Part XXI 
also provides authority to the Commission, where a person or 
company has failed to comply with a provision of the Act or 
regulations, to apply to a high court judge for an order directing 
compliance, ,or restraining. further» violation (s. 122) The 
Commission may, where in its opinion it is in the public interest 
to do do so, order that trading shall cease in the securities 
affected) (5.0 3123))).. «.Proceedings junder:ithi shpartparesssub ject. to 
periods,of, Limitations inws vaql255)eNo-doubtst-nsthe .case: at. bars iLt 
would have been open to the Minister to institute a prosecution 


forethe. breach.of s.. 52(1) or to the Commission to have taken the 
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regulatory action authorized by ss. 1228 and) 1238 had ithe "breach 


been drawn to the attention of the Commission in themfins tplace; 
but none of the provisions in Part XXI appears to me to assist’ a 
purchaser of securities who is already committed to an unlawful 
transaction such as that before me. Part XXI merely permits the 


barn door to be locked after the horse has bolted. 


(b) the Act by Part XXII prescribes civil remedies by creating 
causes of action for breach of specific provisions of the Act. 
There is no reference to a civil remedy for breach of s. 52(1). 
The cause of action is provided only in the case of a purchaser of 
shares who is not provided with a prospectus as required by s. 7/0 


which does not apply here. 


(c) there is no provision in the act that expressly deprives a 


person of his common iaw remedy for breach ofesre S201 


Counsel have not been able to discover any judicial 
decisions on the effect of s. 52 of the Ontario Securities Act. 
(The decision of the British Columbia Court of Appeal in Ames 
however, relates to the corresponding provision in the British 


Columbia Securities Act, but I pass it over for the present.) 


The combined effect of the Supreme Court of Canada's 
decisions in Re Northwestern Trust and Myers is that a sale of 
securities that is prohibited by the statute is void; but that 


where a penalty is provided the court must determine whether that 
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penalty is intended merely to deter persons from entering into the 
contract or is also intended to invalidate the contract of 
purchase “and” sale in. Law. ine “Court “held ini-Myere’* that "thre 
prohibition of sales at a residence i.e. at a particular place, 
wast anoteiparnticofe the “general pattern" of protecting the public 
against trading in securities by persons who have not satisfied 
the regulatory authority of their proper qualifications to do so; 
its purpose was not to prevent trading of an unauthorized kind but 
it was to prevent trading at a specified place. The penalty was 
held to be merely a deterrent and the contract of sale was not 
invalidated by the breach. That is not the case here; the breach 
is of a fundamental element of the statutory scheme to protect the 


public against unauthorized trading. 


The statutory scheme in the Ontario Securities Act as it 
relates to this subject is this: first the seller may not trade in 
the shares unless the company has filed a prospectus and it has 
been accepted by the Commission. The prohibition is absolute (s. 


52(1)) and the provision is fundamental. 


Second, Part XXII creates several civil remedies. 
Section 70(1) makes a special provision respecting a purchaser who 
places an order to purchase shares to which s. 52(1) applies; the 
dealer is required to deliver to the purchaser the latest 
prospectus and amendments filed with the Commission. He must do so 
either before entering into the agreement of purchase and sale or 


within two days after making the agreement. By s. 70(2) the 
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purchaser may reject the sale within two days after receiving the 
prospectus. It is therefore open to the purchaser to abort the 


transaction after receiving the prospectus. 


-it is important to recognize that the prospectus that s. 
70(1) requires to be delivered to the purchaser is the most recent 
prospectus and amendments thereto filed with the Commission in 
accordance with s. 52(1). The investing public is protected first 
by the requirement that the prospectus be filed and accepted and 
second by ensuring that the purchaser is provided with a copy of 


it before he is finally committed to the contract of purchase and 


sale. 


It is also notworthy that s. 70(1) does not make the 
resulting sale unlawful or prohibited as does s. SLURP CRP BY 
contrast the contract is one that can be aborted or rescinded at 
the option of the purchaser; he may avoid being bound once he 
receives the prospectus or if he does not receive it he may if so 
advised proceed by way of an action for rescission or damages 
against the dealer who failed to camply with s. 70(1). That cause 
of action is created by s. 130 supra, in Part. XXII; it is one of 
several created by Part XXII of the Act (others in that part 
relate to liability for misrepresentation in a prospectus or 
circular, (s. 125, 127) liability for failure to make a followup 
of or take up securities under s. 91 (s. 129) and liahtlity of.a 
person or company in a special relationship with a reporting 


issuer for failure to disclose a material fact or change or an 
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insider who improperly uses his knowledge or information (s. 131). 


By s. 135 (supra) no action shall be commenced to enforce the 


right created by Part XXII after the expiry of the limitation 


period therein prescribed. 


In ss. 126 and 127, wnich create special liability for 
misrepresentation in a prospectus it is also provided that the 
right of action for rescission or damages thereby conferred is in 
addition to and not in derogation of any other right the purchaser 


may have at law, thereby preserving any common law action he may 


have for fraud or misrepresentation. 


Third, none of the remedies creatéd by Part XXII applies 
to a breach of s. 52(1) by failure to file any prospectus at all. 
In such a case s. 70 does not avail the purchaser because it 
assists him only when the dealer fails to provide him with a 
prospectus filed with the Commission; if none is filed there is no 
breach as no such prospectus exists. Therevisvallacuna; “chesace 
neither provides a cause of action for breach of s. 52(1) nor does 
it expressly or by necessary intendment abolish the purchaser's 


remedy in common law or equity to have the prohibited transaction 


declared null and void as in Re Northwestern Trust. 


It is therefore not correct to say, as Mr. Steep 
submits, that breach of s. 52(1) "triggers" the cause of action 
created by s. 70 so that the purchaser has a remedy created by 


Part XXII albeit one that is limited by s. 135. Section 70 applies 
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only where a_ prospectus has been filed; the Act does not 
contemplate a sale where no prospectus that is required by s. 
52(1) has been filed with the Commission. Where none is filed the 
purchaser is left to such remedy as he may otherwise have in law 
or equity. (I ndd that s. 52(1) does not apply to certain 
distributions of securities which are exempted by Part XVI from 
prospectus requirements; those provisions are not relevant here. ) 

The rule as applied in Re Northwestern Trust is founded 
on public policy for the protection of the investing public. The 
requirement in s. 52(1) in equally to protect the public and it is 
one of the fundamental components of the scheme of the Securities 
Act. The prohibition is clearly expressed; the result of its 
breach is that the sale of shares to the plaintiff is void. Having 
regard to the scheme of the Act and the central place in that 
scheme of the requirement to file a prospectus, that result in law 
{s not to be taken to be abrogated by the legislature unless it is 
abrogated in clear terms or by necessary intendment. The creation 
of specific causes of action in Part XXII, even on the expressio 
unius rule, does not achieve that result; nor is that result 
achieved by mere failure to deal with the effect of a breach. The 
transaction is illegal and ‘void and there is no contract of 
purchase and sale of the shares. That is the effect in law and I 


cannot find any ground for holding that the legislature has 


altered it. 
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1 *do*not™ overlook, thesdecision of the’ Alberta Court» of 
Appeal in Ames v. Investo-Plan which I have mentioned earlier. The 


court considered winter talians, 437 cfethe vsecuri tiestAct., 19671 2c. 


AS (B.C. ) whieh provided: 


37. No person or company shall trade in any 
security issued by a«.. mutual fund company 
... where the trade would be in the course of 
primary distribution to the public of the 
security until there has been filed with and 
accepted by the Commission a prospectus in 
respect of the offering of the security and a 
receipt therefor in writing has been obtained 
from the Commission. 


The mutual fund company whose shares were sold to the 
plaintiff had submitted a prospectus to tne Alberta Securities 
Commission. It had been cleared by the Quebec Commission and is 
said to have conformed to the requirements of the Securities Acts 
of Nova Scotia and Newfoundland. The British Columbia Commission 
had not, however, accepted it. Anderson J. held that the contract 
of purchase and sale was void ab initio as being prohibited by s. 
37 relying on Re Northwestern Trust. The Court of Appeal 
distinguished that case on the ground that the provisions of the 
British Columbia Securities Act were "substantially different" 
from the Manitoba Sale of Shares Act which was- at the root of the 
decision in Re Northwestern Trust. it is not clear to me from the 
judgment what the differences were; the Court of Appeal firstly 
said that in the case of the Manitoba statute the language used 


was "it shall hereafter be unlawful" and "it shall not be lawful"

British Columbia Securities Act. 


The Court of Appeal then turned to Myers v.- Freeholders 
Oil and observed that the Supreme Court of Canada there held that 
breach of the provision prohibiting a salesman from selling 
securities at a residence did not void the contract of purchase 
and sale because it was not part of the ‘general pattern" of- 
protection. The Court of Appeal referred to specific provisions in 
the British Columbia Securities Act 1967 which provided a cause of 
action for rescission by the purchaser which bears some 
resemblance to Part XXII of the Ontario Securities Act; that 
remedy is provided, so far as appears from the reasons for 
judgment, to cases where a prospectus has been filed and contains 


untrue or misleading statements of fact or a material omission. 


The nub of the Court of Appeal's reasons on this point is 


essentially the expressio unius rule: 


In my opinion a contract for purchase of 
shares in contravention of s. 3/7 is not 
voidable at the election- of the purchaser 
except in the circumstances described in the 
Act itself. In other circumstances’ the 
consequence of failure to comply with s. ee ale 
liability to the statutory penalties. 


The Court of Appeal also stated at p. 618, that the 


transaction is not void for breach of s. 37: 
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It is evident that the object of the statute 
is to regulate and control the business of 
trading in securities in order to protect the 
public. The statute does not prohibit trading 
in securities or declare contracts for sale of 
shares void or unlawful. f. cannot, on a 
consideration of it, impute to the Legislature 
an intention to prevent the enforcement of 
contracts made in contravention of it as 
against the persons who are required to comply 
with 10. Applying ,the test described by 
Martland, J., I do not believe it was intended 
to allow companies which agree to issue shares 
in vViclaetion of . s. 37 to escape their 
obligations to perform their agreements. This 
would be the result if such agreements are 
void. Looking, for example, at s. 51 I do not 
think it was the intention that a purchaser of 
shares from a person or company which has 
failed to give a notice required by that 
section should be prevented from enforcing the 
purchase or from recovering damages for 
failure to deliver. I am, therefore, of the 
opinion that the contract in this case made in 
contravention of s. 37 is not rendered void by 
the statute. 


I am puzzled by this rationale for two reasons: first it 
seems clear to me that s. 37 (the section breached) clearly 
prohibits trading. Second it seems equally clear that s. 37 goes 
to the core of the scheme of protection of the public investing in 
mutual fund securities - it is part of the "general pattern" to 
use the expression of Martland J. in Myers v. Freeholders; the 
Court of Appeal however appears to place it in the subsidiary or 
ancilliary category which Martland J. held decisive in that case; 
or else they say that as a matter of judicial policy the breach 
ought not to void the transaction or to make it voidable by the 
purchaser. Whatever the rationale the Court of Appeal's decision I 
do not regard it as applicable in the case at bar. Rather, I 


consider that I am bound by the Supreme Court of Canada's 
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decisions referred to as falling within Re Northwestern Trust and 
upon a review of the objects of the statute as a whole, not within 


the ratio of Myers in that s. 52(1) of the Ontario Securities Act 


is clearly part of the "general pattern" referred to by Martland 


A Fe 


By way of recapitulation; 


(a) No prospectus was filed with tthe Ontario Securities 
Commission and the sale by Deacon was in breach of s. 52(1) which 
4s a fundamental element of the statutory scheme of full 
disclosure and regulation. by the Commission for protection of the 
investing public in cases not exempt by the Act from the 


prospectus requirements. 


(b) Section 70 does not here create a remedy for the plaintiff 
because that section applies only where a prospectus has been 


filed and a receipt obtained from the Director. 
(c) Breach of s. 52(1) does not "trigger" an offence under s. 


70(1) where no prospectus is filed; the limitation in s. 135 does 


not apply because no cause of action is here created by Part XXII. 
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(a) Breachsotfssr.d 92 (1k) standsylomeitst own; Ieitaisysubjectiitova 
quasi criminal penalty and regulatory action under Part XXI. The 
general rule however, is that the sale is void in common law. That 
principle requires a clear expression by the legislature if it was 


intended to abrogate it -— there is none here. 


While the court should be reluctant to interfere with 
contracts freely made, in this case the over-riding consideration 
is the need to support the fundamental purpose of the statute as a 
matter of public policy to protect the integrity of the regulatory 
scheme of the Act; contractual integrity must give way; the 
penalty alone and the remedies available to the Commission, in my 
opinion, ought not to be the only deterrent or remedy. Moreover 
the scheme would be seriously impaired were the court to preserve 
the legal transaction and deprive the purchaser of a remedy where 
mo prospectus has been filed at all and to recognize his only 
civil remedy is that created by s. 70 and other provisions of Part 
XXII all of which are limited to cases where s. 52 has been 
complied with; that would ignore the fundamental breach and 
support only the remedies provided in cases in which the 


prospectus has been filed and accepted as required. 


(e) I am aware that while my decision precludes the dealer from 
enforcing an illegal contract against the purchaser, the purchaser 
cannot enforce it against the vendor should he prefer to do so; he 
of course, may prefer not to exercise his remedy and continue to 


hold the shares. It seems to me however, that the purchaser 
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otherwise may maintain an action for a declaration that the 
contract is void and that he is entitled to recover the price paid 
for the shares as a form of unjust enrichment in the hands of the 
vendor. The court ought to provide him with that remedy at least 
as an innocent party (so far as this motion is concerned). On the 
other hand, I should deem it sound judicial policy for the court 
to refuse to entertain an acthon by the vendor (or allow it a 
defence), in reliance on the void transaction on the ground that 
to do so would enable the vendor to profit by his illegal cond.ct. 


This latter point I am frank to say is obiter as I am not obliged 


to decide it. 


The defendant's motion is for an order dismissing the 


action. For the reasons I have outlined fhe motion must fail. 


The motion is dismissed. As the point is apparently one 
of first impression so far as the Ontario Securities Act is 
concerned there will be no order for costs; however if counsel 
wish to speak to costs further they may do so before the order is 


entered, in writing if desired.

TELEVISING OF ONTARIO SECURITIES COMMISSION HEARINGS 





A. General 

ile Section 9 of the Statutory Powers Procedure Act (SP ee eA) 
R.S.O. 1980, c. 484 requires that hearings of tribunals in exercise of their 
statutory power of decision shall be open to the public. Commission hearings 


are open to the public including the media. It is the view of the Commission 
that it is not appropriate for the Commission to discriminate amongst the 
various types of media for reporting purposes. Any branch of the media has the 
potential to be selective in its reporting and it is in the best interests of 
all the parties, including the public at large, to have the widest possible 
dissemination of information. Accordingly, all Commission hearings will be 
open to coverage by all branches of the media, including television. 


ee Nothing in this policy statement limits the authority of the 
Commission to exclude the media, including television, where the public 
interest so requires. Additionally, nothing in this policy statement affects 
section 9 of the S.P.P.A. and the discretion of the Commission to hold 
Commission hearings in camera. 


B: Procedure 


ths Requests for permission to televise Commission hearings should be 
made to the Secretary of the Ontario Securities Commission, 18th floor, 20 
Queen Street West, Toronto, Ontario M5H 3S8 (416)963-0216. Except where time 
does not permit, such requests should be made in writing. 


2, Television personnel will be subject to the direction of the 
Chairman of the panel presiding at the hearing. During the hearing, television 
personnel are expected to limit themselves to one position at the side or the 
back of the hearing room and may not engage in disruptive activities. 
Photography and recording may continue, but supplementary lighting such as 
television lights or electronic flashes should not be used. 
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Bc Television representatives may engage in any activity associated 
with their coverage of a Commission hearing as long as these activities do not 
disrupt the hearing. Disruptive activities include inter alia: 


ee Interviews of parties in the hearing room while the hearing is in 
session or so nearby as to disturb the hearing. 


Tal Television lights, cables, equipment, etc. which, when in use, 
could distract the parties to the hearing. 


shale Electronic flash for still photography. 


IW Intrusive behaviour of reporters, camera operators, sound 
technicians and other technical support staff. 


Wr Movement of equipment while hearing is in session. 


Wal. Any other behaviour which disrupts or detracts from the process of 
the hearing. 


Ze There are no restrictions on audio recording, but microphones 
should not be placed at the witness area, counsel tables, or on _ the 
Commission's dias. 


5 Additional information or background materials such as. exhibits 
filed with the Commission will be available, upon request and payment of the 
Commission's usual charges, from the Secretary's Office. 


6. In the event that more than one camera crew wishes to Tit T lin ere

Amended OSC Policy Statement 5.8 
- Financial Forecasts 


The following text is an amended OSC Policy Statement 5.8. The amended policy 
is effective immediately. 
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CHAPTER 5 


POLICIES 


AMENDED 0.S.C. POLICY STATEMENT 5.8 


It has been the Ontario Securities Comuission's (the "Commission") long 
standing policy generally not to permit inclusion of forecasts in documents 
Filed with the Commission. However, on the basis of the information obtained 
over the years in discussions with interested parties and taking into 
consideration the recommendations of the Select Committee on Company Law 
contained in its 1973 Report to the Legislative Assembly on Mergers, 
Amalgamations and Certain Related Matters (Chapter 19 - Financial Reports), 
the Commission concluded that changes in its present policy with regard to 
the use of forecasts would be in the public interest. The most significant 
factor on which the Commission based its decision was the increasing 
recognition of the relevance of future oriented data in investment decision 
making. The Commission found it difficult to justify a position that 
estimates as to a corporation's future expectations should be denied to 


investors as a matter of policy. 


The following are the key elements to the Commission's policy on forecasts. 


First, and most crucial, is the requirement of full disclosure of a forecast 
if the forecast is going to be used in connection with the distribution of 
securities. The basic decision on public forecasting is left with the 
issuer. No issuer will be required to issue forecasts. Any obligation to 
disclose will not come into play until a forecast is used in connection with 


the distribution of securities. 
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The second key element is to set certain guidelines by way of policy 
statement which would allow reporting issuers, who wish to do so, to include 
forecasts in prospectuses, take-over bid circulars, issuer-bid circulars, 


information circulars and offering memoranda. 


The third key element concerns the desirability of review of forecasts by an 
independent public accountant. It is the view of the Commission that 
accountant's comments are generally desirable. However, the Commission 
recognizes that in certain circumstances the Director should have the 


discretionary authority to permit or require deviation from this principle. 


While section 48 of the regulation, R.R.O. 1980, Reg. 910, as amended (the 
"Regulation”) under the Securities Act, R.S.0. 1980, c. 466, as amended (the 
“Act") deals with forecasts in prospectuses only, the Director will not 
normally object to forecasts being included in other documents filed with the 
Commission under Part XVII (Continuous Disclosure), Part XVIII (Proxies and 
Proxy Solicitation) or Part XIX (Take-over Bids and Issuer Bids) of the Act 


or section 21 of the Regulation (Offering Memoranda). 


The following guidance is provided for the benefit of issuers who wish to 
include forecasts in prospectuses and other documents filed with the 


Commission: 


l. A forecast must be made in good faith and prepared in accordance with 
the Canadian Institute of Chartered Accountants (the "CICA") Accounting 


Guideline and reviewed in accordance with CICA Auditing Guideline. 
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De The decision whether to publish forecast data and the responsibility for 
the published data rests with the issuer. In arriving at the decision, 
the issuer must consider, among other things, whether there is a 
reasonable basis for issuing a forecast. In this connection, among the 
factors to be considered are the history of operations and experience in 
budgeting. However, the Commission recognizes that such history and 
experience may not be necessary in all circumstances’ to provide 


reasonably based forecasts. 


3s The forecast will A , in most cases, include an estimate of earnings or 


a range of earnings. In other cases, particularly real estate filings, 
it may be more appropriate to include a forecast of cash flow from 
operations. Further, in limited circumstances, it may be appropriate to 
include a forecast of cash flow from operations for a particular real 
estate project only and not for the issuer's entire operations. 


4. A forecast must be reviewed regularly by the issuer to identify 
significant changes resulting from events that have occurred since~ the 
forecast was issued. During the forecast ee 
required to be filed pursuant to subsections /76(1) and 774 1\)e ofo the) Act 
must contain either a statement that there are no significant changes to 
be made to the forecast or an updated forecast accompanied by 
explanations of significant changes. The date of the original forecast 


and the date of the update must also be disclosed. 
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If an unusual event occurs which has a Significant effect on a 
previously published forecast, the financial impact of which cannot be 
currently determined, the issuer should withdraw the forecast. Examples 
of such an event might be a strike, a law suit, government action, 
legislation or natural disaster. When a forecast is withdrawn the 


reasons for the withdrawal must be clearly stated. 


Die A forecast, as initially reported, must be compared with audited actual 
results in the issuer's annual financial report and the reasons for 
significant differences, if any, must be disclosed. Forecasts issued 
for an interim period must be compared with actual interim results in 
the subsequent interim report and reasons for significant differences, 


if any, must be disclosed. 


6. The forecast included in a preliminary prospectus must be accompanied by 
comments of an independent public accountant. The comments must be 
signed or, in the alternative, where the comments are not signed there 
must be filed, at the time the preliminary prospectus is filed, a letter 
addressed to the Commission and signed by the independent public 
accountant in which such statement shall be made with respect to the 
review of the forecast as may be appropriate in the circumstances and 
acceptable to the Director. A forecast included in an offering 
memorandum, information circular, issuer-bid circular, take-over bid 
circular (subject to paragraph 7) or a prospectus must be accompanied by 


the signed comments of an independent public accountant. 
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Uo In a take-over situation where it is not practicable to have the 
forecast reviewed by an independent public accountant, the Director will 
not object to the use of a forecast without the comments of an 
independent public accountant, provided that the forecast is accompanied 
by a statement signed by the chief financial officer of the issuer 
stating that the forecast was prepared in accordance with the 


requirements of the CICA Accounting Guideline. 


8. Where in a prospectus, take-over bid circular, directors’ circular, 
information circular or offering memorandum an issuer includes forecast 
data for a company that is proposed to be acquired, the forecast of the 


target company must be one that has been prepared by such company. 


a The CICA Accounting Guideline defines a financial forecast as an 
estimate of the most probable of any or all of: the results of 
operations, financial position and changes in financial position for 
part of a future period or a number of future periods. “Most probable” 
means the most likely set of conditions and the enterprise's most likely 
course of action in the judgment of management. (See also clause 48 
(1)(b) of the Regulation.) In contrast to a forecast, a projection is 
not necessarily indicative of the most probable results but merely 
reflects the effects of specified assumptions. Subject to paragraph 12 
of this policy statement, financial projections are not permitted in 
prospectuses or offering memoranda. Financial projections are also not 
permitted in rights offering circulars and documents filed with the 
Commission under Part XVII (Continuous Disclosure), Part XVIII (Proxies 
and Proxy Solicitation) and Part XIX (Take-over Bids and Issuer Bids) of 
the Act. 
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10. This policy applies to a financial forecast and projection included in 
an offering memorandum which is required to be delivered to the 


Commission pursuant to subsection 21(4) of the Regulation. Preclearance 


of financial forecasts and projections incuded in an offering memorandum 


is not required, 


ll. This policy does not apply to discounted future cash flow data provided 
in prospectuses or other documents filed with the Commission for 


resource issuers where the data is extracted from an engineering report. 


12. A projection may be provided by management beyond the period of the 
forecast on which the independent public accountant comments in an 
offering memorandum or subject to paragraph 14 of this policy statement, 
in prospectuses relating to real estate projects or securities with a 
significant government incentive or tax component. In such cases there 
shall be a forecast which shall cover at least the balance of the 
current fiscal year and the following year. The projection shall not 
cover the period of the forecast but shall cover a period beginning 
immediately subsequent to the forecast. The period covered by the 
projection should not extend beyond the point of time for which the 
assumptions can be reasonably determined. The projection must be 
clearly separate and distinct from the forecast and Spec iy sthat dit ss 
not covered by the report of the independent public accountant. To be 
acceptable the assumptions upon which the projection is based must be 
the most reasonable that can be made in the circumstances. The 


projection shall be accompanied by an emphasized statement that the 
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assumptions are the most reasonable in the circumstances when prepared 
but are inherently subject to uncertainty and variations depending on 
evolving events and there is absolutely no representation that these 
projections will be realized in whole or in part. artwase ion 48(3) of 
the Regulation applies to projections included in preliminary or final 


prospectuses. 


13. No person or company, during the course of a distribution of securities 
for which an offering memorandum is required to be filed under the Act, 
shall for the purpose of inducing the person or company to whom the 
forecast or projection is distributed to purchase the securities being 
distributed, disseminate a forecast or projection with respect to the 
issuer of the securities being distributed, unless the forecast or 
projection is set out in the offering memorandum and what is 
disseminated by the person or company consists solely of that forecast 


or projection. 


14, Subsection 48(2) of the Regulation specifies that the Director- may 
permit the inclusion of a forecast in a prospectus. The approval of the 
Director must be obtained prior to the filing of the preliminary 
prospectus containing a forecast under any one of the following 


conditions: 
CL) the issuer is not a reporting issuer; 


(ii) the issuer is making a distribution of securities in Ontario by 


prospectus for the first time; 
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(iii) the forecast is for a period extending beyond the current fiscal 


year and the following fiscal year; 


(iv) the forecast is accompanied by a projection. 


15. The pre-filing review by Commission staff outlined in paragraph 14 of 


this policy statement will be carried out on an expedited basis, subject 


to the issuer supplying additional requested information. 


Among the information considered by Commission staff to determine the 


acceptability of a pre-filed financial forecast will be the following: 


Gi) the financial history of the issuer; 


(ii) forecasts in prospectuses previously filed by the issuer compared 


to actual results; 


(iii) forecasts previously published by the issuer compared to actual 


results; 


(iv) the past records of the promoter, developer and underwriter on 
forecasts in prospectuses previously filed compared to actual 


results; 


(v) reasons for the variations in (ii), (iii) and (Civ); 
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(vi) industry related financial ratio data, if available, compared to 


the financial forecast. 


The issuer will be expected to supply such information in support the 


financial forecast for the pre-filing review.

APPEARANCES: 


Neither Syntax Language Services Limited 
(hereinafter sometimes referred to as_ the 
"Proponent") nor Syntax Language Services 
(hereinafter sometimes referred to as the "Objector") 
were represented by Counsel. 


A hearing was held before me on the 15th day of May, 1986 pursuant to 
subsection 11(1) of the Extra-Provincial Corporations Act, 1984 (the "Act"). 
The purpose of the hearing was to determine whether the Proponent, Syntax 
Language Services Limited should be ordered to cease using the name 


"Syntax Language Services Limited" in Ontario. 


The Objector is a sole proprietorship which has carried on business under the 
name Syntax Language Services in Kingston, Ontario since March 14, 1980 
when the initial registration was made under the Partnerships Registration 
Act. That initial registration and the subsequent registration on May 5, 
1985 (Exhibits 5 and 6) indicate that the business activity carried on by the 
Objector is translation, interpretation, language teaching, copy preparation, 


editing and proofreading and multi-lingual language services. 


Mrs. Thais Donald, the person who filed the registrations in 1980 and 1985, 
gave evidence on behalf of the Objector. Mrs. Donald was the founder of 


the Objector and continues its operation. 
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Mrs. Donald testified that she had twenty years experience as a translator 
and had worked as such prior to the initial registration of the Objector. She 
also indicated that she has made similar registrations in the Province of 


Quebec under the French name of the Objector. 


Mrs. Donald further testified that the emphasis of her services was 
technical and industrial translation. A large percentage of that work is done 
for the government of Canada, with the remaining portion (approximately 
20%) being done for the Ontario government, universities and corporations. 


The Objector does little, if any, translation work for individuals. 


Mrs. Donald further testified that in the late 1970's she did some work, on a 
subcontract basis, for an Alberta corporation. That relationship appeared, 
at the time, to be a good one and some thought was given to formalizing a 
working arrangement between herself and the Alberta corporation. This 
proposal, however, did not materialize. Exhibit 7, tendered in evidence by 
Mrs. Donald, sets out some background with respect to that proposal and 
also speaks to the changes which appear to have taken place, through which 
the company with which Mrs. Donald was dealing at that time evolved into 
the Proponent (Syntax Language Services Limited). In that letter Mrs. 
Donald sets out her great concern with respect to developments and the 


actions she proposed to take at that time. 


Mrs. Donald also tendered as evidence Exhibit 8, which is an evaluation 
sheet from the Secretary of State which contained comments on translation 
work done for that office. Mrs. Donald testified that she was concerned 
about these comments and on making inquiries at the Secretary of State 
found that, although the translation evaluation sheet had been sent to her, 


the translation work had in fact been done by the Proponent. 


Exhibit 9 is a letter to Mrs. Donald from Linda C. Daum, a one-time 
employee with an Alberta corporation named Intermarked Consultants 
Limited. This letter confirms certain of the background facts set out in 
Exhibit 7. 
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Exhibit 10 is a copy of a letter from Mrs. Donald to the Secretary of State 
speaking to further incidents of confusion between the Proponent and the 
Objector and outlining both Mrs. Donald's concern and the course of action 


she proposes to take to deal with these incidents of confusion. 


Mrs. Donald testified that she was concerned both with the fact that the 
incidents of confusion appeared to be continuing (and increasing in number) 
but also that any poor translation evaluations could hurt the Objector's 
business in that she might be removed from the federal government's list of 


acceptable translators. This would ultimately cause her to lose business. 


Mrs. Donald also introduced Exhibits 11 and 12 which evidence the use of 
the word "Syntax" by her in her business and the fact that her business is 


known by and associated with the use of the word "Syntax." 


On cross-examination Mrs. Donald testified that the major emphasis of her 
work is translation work and that she specializes in certain technical areas 
(National Defense, Environmental, Scientific) with respect to her work with 
the federal government. She further testified that she is registered with the 
federal government in its directory of translators and she deals with 
translations with respect to the French, Spanish and Portuguese languages. 


With respect to French, she translates from French to English only. 


Mrs. Donald also indicated that she has many contracts annually with the 


federal government and has had hundreds of contracts over the recent years. 


With respect to incidents of confusion Mrs. Donald admitted on cross- 
examination that there had been two main incidents: the April 1985 
translation evaluation and the November 1985 telephone enquiry from the 
Secretary of State. Since that time there have been no further incidents of 
confusion. She did indicate that following her November 1985 letter to the 
Secretary of State (Exhibit 10) she was given assurances by that office that 
the matter was being looked into and she requested that that office ensure 
that there be no further incidents of confusion. Mrs. Donald further 


testified that she is still doing translation work for the federal government. 
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Syntax Language Services Limited is a corporation incorporated under the 
laws of the Provinee of Alberta. It was incorporated on November 12, 1982 
and is an extra-provincial corporation within the meaning of the Act. More 
particularly, it is an extra-provincial corporation within class | as provided 
for in subsection 2(1) of the Act. Exhibit 4 is a certified copy of the 
documents on file with the Registrar of Corporations for the Province of 


Alberta with respect to the Proponent. 


Ann Godin and David B. Hughes, the directors of the Proponent, gave 


evidence on behalf of the Proponent. 


Ann Godin traced her background in translation work, primarily with the 


federal government, during the late 1970's and early 1980's. 


She further testified that in early 1982 she moved to Calgary and worked 
there for Intermark Consultants Limited from January to September of 1982 


as an Administrative Manager. 


In November of 1982 Ann Godin and David Hughes incorporated the 
Proponent. Some difficulties were encountered in obtaining a corporate 
name acceptable to the incorporating jurisdiction prior to the selection of 
the name Syntax Language Services Limited. An important consideration in 
the selection of the name of the Proponent was that the name could be 


translated, in any meaningful way, into French. 


With respect to the business of the Proponent, Ms. Godin testified that work 
is done for large corporations in Alberta, the Alberta government and, in 


addition, the Proponent has clients in Ontario and Quebec. 


The emphasis of the work of the Proponent is on financial and 
administrative documents. The Proponent does translations from English to 


French only. 


The Proponent has approximately 150 clients, the majority of which are 
large corporations. Approximately 15 to 20% of the Proponent's work, 
however, is done for the Secretary of State, the same office which is the 


Objector's main client. 
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Ms. Godin referred to Exhibits 9 and 11 where the word "Syntax" is used to 
identify the Objector and testified that the Objector is identified by this 
name rather than the business name "Syntax Language Services" set out in 


the registrations under the Partnerships Registration Act (Exhibit 5 and 6). 


Mr. David Hughes is an incorporating director of the Proponent and 


continues to occupy that office. 


Mr. Hughes introduced as evidence Exhibit 13, a copy of a letter from the 
Proponent's lawyer to the Objector's lawyer at that time. That letter sets 
out the position of the Proponent with respect to the business names used by 
Mrs. Donald and the fact that much of the business is carried on under a 
name other than Syntax Language Services. The letter also addresses the 


issue of whether the Proponent is carrying on business in Ontario. 


Mr. Hughes also referred to the Kingston telephone directory (Exhibit 15) 
where the only reference to Syntax is under the name "Syntax Technical and 


Industrial Translators". 


Mr. Hughes also introduced a letter from a search house in Alberta and a 
name search with respect to the use in Ontario of the name "Syntax 
Language Services Limited" (Exhibit 14). The name search report shows the 


common use of the word "Syntax" in business and corporate names. 


Mr. Hughes further testified that the Proponent is a successful business in 
Alberta and wishes to expand its operations into the Province of Ontario 
primarily on the basis of its reputation for doing good work elsewhere in 
Canada, primarily in western Canada. He emphasized that the nature of the 
Proponent's business is translations from English to French, is made up 
primarily of financial and economic information and that the Proponent does 


little or no technical or industrial translation. 


On cross-examination Ms. Godin testified that while she was employed with 
Intermark, prior to the incorporation of the Proponent, she did have access 
to correspondence between that corporation and Mrs. Donald but was not 
aware of the letters from Mrs. Donald relevant to the proposal that the 


Objector and Intermark enter into some formal working arrangement. 
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Ms. Godin also indicated on cross-examination that the Proponent answers 


the telephone by using the name "Syntax" only. 


It was indicated on cross-examination that the letter from the Alberta 


search house (Exhibit 14) did indicate the existence of the Objector in 


Ontario and contained a warning to the Proponent that use of its name in 


Ontario might cause some difficulties. 


I will outline briefly the applicable statutory provisions and the existing case 


law which, in my view, are relevant. 


Statutory Provisions 


Subsection 11(1) of the Act, pursuant to which this hearing was held provides 


as follows:

Section 2 of Ontario Regulation 43/85 under the Act defines certain 


situations where the use of a name by a corporation would be likely to 


deceive. That section reads as follows: 


2.- (1) For the purpose of clause 10(1)(b) of the Act, "if the 


use of that name would be likely to deceive" includes, 


(a) 


a name that is likely to cause a person or class of 
persons who ordinarily might be expected to deal 
with either the extra-provincial corporation or 


another person to believe that the business, under- 
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(b)

taking or activities carried on or intended to be 
carried on by the extra-provincial corporation under 
the name and the business, undertaking or activities

For the purpose of subsection (1), 


"person" means a known,

name or known trademark under which any of them 


carry on business or identify themselves; 


(b) "use" means actual use by a person that carries on 


business or an undertaking in Canada or elsewhere. 
Case Law 


The Extra-Provincial Corporation Act, 1984 came into foree on March 1, 
1985. There have not, to my knowledge, been any judicial determinations 
with respect to sections 10 or 11 of the Act or section 2 of Ontario 
Regulation 43/85. Each of these provisions however, are substantially the 
same as corresponding provisions in Ontario's Business Corporations Act, 
1982 and the case law dealing with those provisions, and their predecessors, 


is, in my view, relevant. 


I will summarize briefly certain of the principles flowing out of that case 


law. 


In Re C C Chemicals Ltd., (1967) 2 O.R. 248(C.A.), at pages 258 - 9, Kelly 
J.A., speaking for the Court of Appeal, sets forth the relevant factors which 
it is appropriate to consider in a case such as this. These factors are, in 
essence, the nature of the businesses, the persons or class or classes of 
person who might ordinarily be expected to deal with each, and, of course, 
the names of the businesses. This test was expanded upon by Laskin, J., as 
he then was, in Canadian Motorways Ltd. et al v. Laidlaw Motorways Ltd. 
(1974), 40 D.L.R. (3d) 52(S.C.C.), at page 61, where he includes the test of 
probability of a confusion as to the association of one company with 
another. These tests are, in essence, codified in section 2 of Ontario 
Regulation 43/85 under the Act. 


The issue, therefore, is whether the actual use of the name "Syntax 
Language Services Limited" by the Proponent would be likely to deceive and 
that it would lead to the inference that the business carried on or intended 


to be carried on by the Objector and Proponent are one business or that the

name of the Proponent would lead to the inference that the Proponent is 
associated with the Objector or would lead someone who had an interest in 
dealing with the Objector to deal with the Proponent in the mistaken belief 
that he was dealing with the Objector. 


In the matter before me, the Objector is engaged in the business of 
providing translation services. The evidence indicates that the business of 
the Objector has a certain emphasis. A large portion of the Objector's 
business is with the federal government and it provides translation services 


from French to English only. 


The Proponent is also engaged in the business of providing translation 
services. The Proponent does most of its work with large corporations and 
translates from English to French only. In addition, however, the Proponent 
does do business with the federal government and has clients in Ontario and 


Quebec. 


I conelude, therefore, that there is significant similarity between the nature 
of the Objector's business and the nature of the Proponent's business and, 
while there are some differences in the emphasis of the two businesses, both 


are essentially in the business of providing translation services. 


The Objector has its main place of business in the City of Kingston, Ontario 
and carries on business primarily in the Kingston-Ottawa area. The 
Proponent has its main office in Alberta, has clients in Ontario and Quebec, 
and does a certain amount of business with the federal government. In the 
ease of both the Objector and the Proponent it appears that the work with 
the federal government is done through the same office, the Secretary of 
State. 


I conclude on this test, therefore, that the persons or class of persons who 
deal or might ordinarily be expected to do business with the Proponent and 
the Objector have some considerable overlap. While the clientele of the 
Proponent is primarily large corporations, the Proponent does do a 
significant amount of business with the Secretary of State, with whom the 
Objector does most of its business. In addition, the Proponent appears to be 


preparing to expand its operations in the Province of Ontario. 
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The above matters must be considered in light of the visual and auditory 


qualities of the two names. Those names are: 


Syntax Language Services Limited (the "Proponent") 
and 


Syntax Language Services (the "Objector") 


The name of the Proponent and the name of the Objector, except for the 


legal element in the name of the Proponent, are identical. 


I would also note that both the Proponent and the Objector acknowledged or 
identified as "Syntax". Also to be noted is the fact that the Objector 
registered the business name "Syntax Language Services" in Ontario and 
commenced operations under that name more than two years prior to the 
incorporation of the Proponent. There was no evidence to indicate that the 
Objector had ceased to carry on business under that name since the initial 
registration in March of 1980. Mrs. Donald may carry on business under 
other business registrations but that is not, in my view, arelevant matter in 


this hearing. 


Another consideration is the fact that the Objector appears to be on the 
verge of increasing the amount of business that it does in this province. 
There have been incidents of confusion and while they appear, at least 
temporarily, to have abated, the proposed increased amount of activity by 
the Objector in Ontario and the fact that the names are virtually identical 


are, in my view, significant. 


I conelude, therefore, on the basis of the evidence before me that the two 
names are similar, and as indicated, identical except for the legal element 
in the Objector's name, and that the use of the Proponent's name would be 
likely to deceive within the meaning of section 10(1)(b) of the Act, in that 
the use of the Proponent's name would lead to the inference that the 
business carried on by the Proponent and the Objector are one and the same, 


or that the Proponent is associated or affiliated with the Objector. 
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Reference was made earlier (Exhibit 13) to the issue of whether the 
Objector is carrying on business in Ontario. Some guidance on this issue is 
found in subsection 1(2) of the Act. It is not required, in my view, that this 
issue be addressed for purposes of determining the matter before me. As 
indicated previously, sections 10 and 11 of the Act deal with the situation 
where an extra-provincial corporation within class 1 or 3 uses or identifies 
itself by a name in Ontario. Whether or not the Proponent is carrying on 
business in Ontario within the meaning of the Act, it is clear on the 
evidence before me that the Proponent is using the name, or identifying 


itself in Ontario as, "Syntax Language Services Limited." 


The primary emphasis of my determination is the public interest and that 
confusion between the names of the two businesses be avoided. The fact 
that the names of the Proponent and the Objector are virtually identical, in 
my view, raises a very real likelihood for deception, particularly given the 
fact that the Proponent is proposing to enhance considerably its activities in 


Ontario. 


Therefore, for the foregoing reasons and pursuant to the authority delegated 
to me under section 17 of the Extra-Provincial Act, 1984, it is ordered that 
unless Syntax Language Services Limited files an undertaking that it will 
carry on business in Ontario under a name dissimilar to that of the Objector 
within 60 days, an Order be issued ordering Syntax Language Services 


Limited to cease using the name in Ontario.

The average volume and value of shares traded declined in the most recent 
quarter of operations due _ to several of the largest trading stocks 
becoming listed on the Toronto Stock Exchange (TSE). However, volume and 
value continue at higher than expected levels.

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COATS is a regulatory system governing the over-the-counter trading in 
Ontario in the secondary market. It applies to all registered dealers 
trading in this market in equity securities not listed and posted on a 
stock exchange in Canada. The TSE, as agent of the Commission, provides 
the computer facilities to enable COATS to function. Through these 
facilities, up-to-date quotations and trading data are readily available 
to the investment industry and to the public.
